WHO WRECKED TRAIN 


Dover, Del., April 3 (A5) — An 
intensive m anhunt was on today 
for train wreckers, authors of 
what officials termed the plot 
which caused the wreck of a 
Pennsy lvania railroad fly er bear­ 
ing the Boston Red Sox baseball 
team northward, killing the en­ 
g ineer and fireman. 
Thundering toward 
t{ew York 
early y esterday , the train struck 
a switch which railroad authori­ 
ties said had been tampered 
with and left the rails three 
miles south of here. 
The locomotive turned over on 
its side, killing C. A. Burkhard 
of Wilming ton, Del., the eng in­ 
eer, and Fireman E. L. Poulson 
of Delmar, Del. The ex press car 
immediately behind the locomo­ 
tive plung ed into a concrete 
warehouse, partially wrecking it, 
and six other cars, including the 
three Pullmans occupied by the 
Boston ballplay ers, were derailed 
but remained uprig ht. 
None of the Red Sox party was 
injured althoug h many of them 
were hurled from their berths 
and shaken up. W ater from a 
damag ed tank car flooded their 
cars to a depth of several inches 
and in the darkness confusion 
reig ned for some time. 
Five hours after the wreck, a 
special train carried the passen­ 
g ers on their way , the ball play ­ 
ers to Jersey City , N. J., where 
they appeared none the worse 
for their ex perience, overwhelm­ 
ing the Jersey City Internation­ 
al Leag ue club, 12 to 0. 
An immediate investig ation of 
the wreck was beg un by railroad 
officials. On the scene were C. 
E. Whitlock, g eneral superin­ 
tendent of the Wilming ton di­ 
vision; and K. R. Voug ht, sup­ 
erintendent of the Delmarva di­ 
vision. They were q uoted as say ­

The Akron was launched by 
Mrs. Herbert Hoover Aug ust 8, 
19 31, at Akron, Ohio, before more 
than 100,000 persons who g ath­ 
ered to witness the ceremony . 
An idea of the dimensions of 
the dirig ible is g iven by the fact 
th at it is as long as several city 
blocks and as hig h as a 15-story 
building . Its capacity is almost 
three times th at of the Los An­ 
g eles and nearly twice th at of 
the Graf Zeppelin. 
The Akron was built by the 
Good y ear-Zeppelin 
corporation 
for the navy . It was the product 
of y ears of accumulation of 
knowledg e of zeppelin construc­ 
tion and at the time of its 
launching was said to ex ceed 
g reatly the fondest dreams of 
Count Ferdinand Zeppelin, in­ 
ventor of the big floating m am ­ 
moths. 
The 
Akron 
carried 
$25,000 
sending and receiving radio sets 
of virtually unlimited rang e. 
The American dirig ible Shen­ 
andoah and the British R-101 
are the most recent disasters of 
lig hter-than-air craft. The Shen­ 
andoah was destroy ed in an Ohio 
storm September 3, 19 25. Four­ 
teen persons lost their lives.*

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RECOVERY MI ST BE WORLD-WIDE 
The things which are attracting the most 
a t­ 
tention at Washington these d ay s are the spec­ 
tacu lar d ev elopments in d omestic policy — the 
banking measu res, the farm relief proposals, the 
work relief projects and so on. 
Bu t in the long ru n the most important steps 
may be those to which we aren’t pay ing a great 
d eal of attention right now — the preparations 
for long, patient and inv olv ed negotiations with 
other nations which hav e as their goal the res­ 
toration of international confid ence, world trad e 
and general prosperity . 
It is well known that the ad ministration is 
making elaborate plans for this work. Bu t the 
su bjects to be cov ered are so complicated , so far 
remov ed from the obv iou s bread -and -bu tter re­ 
qu irements of the moment, so d ifficu lt, in fact, 
for the ord inary citizen to comprehend , that 
most of u s hav e paid v ery little attention to 
them. 
Yet whether prosperity is to retu rn to u s may 
easily d epend , in the last analy sis, on ou r gov ern­ 
m ent’s foreign policy rather than on its d omestic 
policy . 
Whether the d epression came chiefly becau se 
of things that happened in America, or whether 
it was cau sed by d ev elopments ov erseas, one 
thing is pretty certain; we can’t get fu ll pros­ 
perity back again u nless all nations hav e a share 
in it. 
The world has grown so small in the last gen­ 
eration that there is no longer any su ch thing 
as complete economic ind epend ence. We liv e 
too close to ou r neighbors; sickness in one hou se 
is v ery apt to mean sickness in ev ery other hou se 
— especially so since ou r id eas of economic san­ 
itation are of the sketchiest and no su ch thing 
as an ad equ ate qu arantine is possible. 
And in the long ru n, whether we like it or 
not. we mu st ad mit that prosperity has to be 
pretty mu ch a world -wid e affair. The measu res 
proposed at Washington for setting ou r own 
hou se in ord er are v itaily important, of cou rse; 
bu t u nless international trad e, international 
cred it and international confid ence can be re­ 
stored we aren’t likely to come to the end of ou r 
trou bles. 


A DIRECT ATTACK ON IDLENESS 
Presid ent Roosev elt’s scheme for enrolling 25 0,- 
000 men in a peace-time army for a d irect a t­ 
tack on u nemploy ment is abou t as complete a 
d epartu re from accepted trad itions in America as 
cou ld be imagined . 
And y et — su ch is the temper of the cou ntry 
tod ay — that v ery fact is helping to win pu blic 
su pport for the measu re. 
So far. in ou r fight with u nemploy ment, we 
hav e followed the old trad itions and they hav e­ 
n’t worked .

The ind u striou s and energetic citizen who is 
u nemploy ed throu gh no fau lt of his own and who 
su bsists on charity becau se he has to and not 
becau se he wants to — this chap can be ex pected 
to ju mp at the chance to join the army withou t 
gu ns. Bu t the loafer, the gimme-a-d ime-please- 
mister d rifter who wou ld rather panhand le than 
work — he will be relu ctant to giv e u p his warm 
flop-hou se corner for 
a stead y y ear of honest 
toil; and his v ery relu ctance will help to ex ­ 
pose him. 
Ou r cities will know a good d eal more abou t 
the men they are su pporting when the recru iting 
campaign for this army is ov er. 
In the second place, the whole scheme has a 
freshness 
and a d irectness that make it ex ­ 
citing. 
It pu ts the gov ernment into d irect frontal as­ 
sau lt on u nemploy ment. There is, as Presid ent 
Roosev elt points ou t, a v ast amou nt of work that 
the gov ernment ou ght to d o; there is also a 
v ast nu mber of men who need work v ery bad ly . 
This plan pu ts the work and the men together 
in a d efinite and straightforward way . It giv es 
action to a nation that wants action. It is as 
welcome a thing as has been su ggested in Wash­ 
ington this spring.
